The ferrite antenna article by James Hagan was very interest- 
ing. I have made several large ferrite antennas but instead of epoxy I 
used ferrite cement which can be found in many radio parts stores. I have 
two suggestions for anyone building a ferrite loop - use an FET amp that 
has gain. Your loop will then be a match for the NRC Loop. Make your 
windings cover most if not all of the meres of the ferrite. This will 
give better pickup & every bit hekps. The #71 drawback to a ferrite loop 
is the ease in breaking it. One slight tap & all is lost. If you have 
small ones about, use a heavy base. Don't worry - they will want to 
touch it and may tip it over. I haven't had time to DX much this season 
- perhaps later on, hi. 738 & a Merry Christmas.
